No, 17-PG(7)/66. — The Government of India have receiv- 
ed the Administration Report of the Vishakhapatnam Port for 
the year 1964-65. The following are the noteworthy features 
in the Report : — 

1. FINANCIAL RESULTS 

(a) Port Fund ; The revenue receipts of the port (exclud- 
ing the Pilotage Account and Special receipts) during the year 
1964-65, were Rs. 253.16 lakhs as compared with Rs. 216.96 
lakhs during the year 1963-64. The increase in income was 
mainly due to the increase in shipments of iron ore, manga- 
nese ore, and also more imports of machinery parts, etc. 

The expenditure (excluding contributions to Reserve Funds 
and expenditure charged to the Pilotage Account) during the 
year under review was Rs, 198.88 lakhs as against Rs. 155.08 
lakhs in 1963-64. The larger expenditure was mainly due 
to increase in traffic staff and more expenditure on depart- 
mentalisation of labour and ore handling by contract due to 
increase in traffic, payment of increased dearness allowance, 
advance payments for stores obtained from the Director 
General of Supplies and Disposals and the India Supply 
Mission, Washington, more expenditure on dredging in 
approaches and on tugs and launches and increase in debt 
charges. 

(b) Pilotage Account : The gross Income and expenditure 
under the Pilotage Account during 1964-65 was Rs, 3.34 
lakhs and Rs. 2.55 lakhs, respectively, as compared with 
Rs. 3.09 lakhs and Rs, 2.1 lakh, respectively, in 1963-64 
with a surplus of Rs. 0.79 lakhs during the year 1964-65 as 
against a surplus of Rs, 0,99 lakhs in 1963-64, 


(c) Reserve Funds : The position with regard to the 
balances in the various funds at the end of the year was 
satisfactory. 

2. TR.4FFIC 

(a) Trade : The imports, which passed through the Port 
during the year 1964-65, was 19,10 lakh tonnes as against 
1849 lakhs tonnes in the previous year, registering an increase 
o. 0.61 lakh tonnes. The increase was mainly due to increase 
in the import of chemicals other than medicines ( Amm onium 
Sulphate, Sulphur, etc.), foodgrains, metals and ores, and 
Railway materials. 

The exports during the year 1964-65, was 19.63 lakhs 
tonnes as against 16.72 lakhs tonnes in the previous year, 
registering an increase of 2.91 lakhs tonnes. Manganese, 
Iron and Chrome Ores, Myrabollams, and Metals other than 
ores etc, were the chief commodities the export of which 
increased during the year. 

(b) Shipping -. The number of foreign-going vessels, 

which entered the port during 1964-65, was 470 with a total 
tonnage of 23,31,909. The corresponding figures for the 
previous year were 472 and 22,59.052. 233 coastal vessels 

with a total tonnage of 8,60.575 visited the port during the 

ear under review as against 206 with a total tonnage of 
,93.839 during 1963-64, 

The M.V. “DESH BANDHU” of length 633' 0" (O.A.) 
with a gross registered tonnage of 21,000, was the longest 
vessel that entered the port during the year 1964-65. It was 
also the vessel with the deepest draft to enter the port during 
the year under review with draft forward 33' and Aft. 33' 
length 633' (O.A.) and G.R.T., 21,000. 

3. LABOUR 

Relations with labour continued to be satisfactory during 
the year 1964-65. 

4. CAPITAL WORKS 

Capital Works of an aggregate value of Rs. 87.84 lakhs 
were carried-out during the year, bringing the total capital 
outlay during the post-war years to about Rs. 943 lakhs. The 
most important items covered by the Capital programme of 
the port in progress during 1964-65 were : — 

(i) Additional Four Berths Scheme; 

(ii) Ore loading Plant; 

(iii) Two Bridges; 

(iv) Special repairs to breakwater; and 

(v) Lengthening and deepening of Dry Dock. 

5. AMENITIES TO STAFF 

The Port Trust Board's welfare measures covered activities, 
such as Sports, Cultural Programmes, Canteens and Rest 
Rooms, Clubs, Cooperative Stores, Housing.
